QUESTION: J. L. asks: “Could a boil cause 
auto-intoxication and a _ poisoning one’s 
system?” 

ANSWER: Strictly speaking, a boil is an 
acute inflammation affecting a limited ares of 
the skin surface, due to the invasion of staphy- 
lococci. In some cases, a boil is accompanied 
by constitutional symptoms and when these 
systematic effects are present, it is correct to 
say that “the boil has poisoned one’s system.” 
By the term auto-intoxication is generally 
meant a form of self-poisoning arising prin- 
cipally from toxic material absorbed from the 
intestinal tract. The absorptions may result 
from sluggish elimination or from inflammation 
of the colon, which encourages the mucous 
membrane which lines this organ to absorb 
toxins more readily. In this sense, a boil does 
not cause auto-intoxication. However, auto- 
intoxication is one of the chief causes of lower- 
ing the resistance to infection and must there- 
fore be considered one of the fundamental 
causes of boils. Instead of saying that the boil 
causes the auto-intoxication, it is better to say 
that the latter prepares the way for the boil 
I have mimeographed articles on both Boils and 
Auto-Intoxication and will be glad to send 
them to you.

On this date in 1812 the first 
party of the Scottish settlers 
brought out by the Earl of Selkirk 
to take up land in the Red River 


valley left York factory on their 
way to the “promised land.”
